merchants, professional men, a few bank 
officers, und many persons engaged in active 
business accepted the risk.

injunction restraining members of the firm of 
Grant & Ward and their assignees from dis- 
posing ot assets of tho flrm in general, und in 
particular from disposing of a largo block ol 
bonds of tbo New York, Chicago & St. Louis 
Railroad company, plodgod witb the firm by 
the railroad company as collateral for a noto 
to securo a loan of $700,000. Accordingto the 
affidavit ot Mr. W. 1C Vanderbilt, president 
of tho road, thu firm had in turn put the 
bonds np to raiso money for its own business. 
Judge Donohuo also granted an order return- 
able on Monday to show cause why a receiver 
should not bo appointed.

Mr. Vanderbilt says tbat tho 
ideutity of the securities pledged by tbe 
plaintiff company is likoly to bo lost, and 
thoio is groat danger that thoy maj bo sold 
to pay debt for which they woro not orig- 
inally pledged. Ho avers that tbo ilrm are 
insolvent, and that thoy threaten to place 
all thoir property beyond tho reach of the 
plaintiff. It is demanded that, ponding tho 
suit, a receiver bo appointed for tho flrm. 


It is also stated that United States Senator 


CbaCTeo has lost about $500,000 in securities 
by tbo failure. A report that Gen. Grant 
on Monday borrowed $150,000 from W. H. 
Vandorbllt, giving a check on tho insolvent 
flrm of Grant & Ward, was confirmed by 
Lieut H. E. Rhodes, an intimate friond o£

Finally a voto was 
had>u Md'horson's amondinout, making tho 
compensation $1 por mile for the trip one 
way for mail, instead of SI por milo por 
trip each way was rejected by 17 yeas, 
SI nays. 


Vest's amendments relating to tho foes of 


tho shipping commissioners then came up. 
The fees proposed aro: For shipping, tl 
each seaman; apprentices, S3; discharging, 
23 cents oach seamen. Tho commissioner Is 
to bo appointed by tbo circuit courts, which 
havo tho power of removal for cause. Tho 
amendments were modified to give tho sec- 
rotary ot the treasury tho appointing power, 
and woro then agreed to.
